Dublin by Night 


Since, as I explained in a recent para- 
graph, it not infrequently falls to my lot 
to work in this office until what they call 
the small hours of ‘the morning, I see 
many sights which, in the normal course 
of events, are not vouchsafed to my 
regular readers. 

It has happened that at regular in- 
tervals over a period of some years I have 
found occasion to emerge from the portals 
of the Trish Times newspaper at approxi- 
mately 12.50 of the mormng—that is to 
say, at half-an-hour after midnight. 
Which means that I have a pretty fair 
idea of what Dublin—or the céntre of 
Dublin—looks like at that hour. 

Four years ago no neon signs were visible. 
One might sean the length of O'Connell 
street, and see nobody, whether male or 
female. Three years ago there: were in- 
dications of increasing vitality—a few more 
neon signs, a few more people about the 
street: but all males. 

Since then I have noticed a number of 
things that never happened in my young 
life. [I have seen nice-looking and 
obviously well-bred girls walking home- 
wards by themselves at that. remote hour 
of the morning. Where one member of 
the population showed himself, or herself, 
in O'Connell street at 12.30 or 1 a.m. a 
few years ago, I now see fifty. 

Dublin, in fact, is beginning to be her. 
self again.

CHARITY SERMON TO AID 
GOOD WORK 


Christian charity was a duty treated too

The recent Anatolian earthquake, said 
Father O'Sullivan, had aroused the common 
humanity of the world to intense feelings of 
pity. What then was the duty of our own 
people to those of their brethren who were in 
dager of spiritua! ruin? While the world 
crashed around these people they sought the 
shelter of this house of refuge at mm Park. 
it would bea sad day if ever its doors had to be 
closed on people like those who came to 
High Park. The world that would drag down 
those souls, for whom that appeal “was made, 
woul’ do little to aid them. More often it 
cloaked the horrid reality of sin with glib 
phrases about inhibitions and glands and 
complexes, and mocked at penance and repara- 


-tion; but 'Go is not mocked,” he said. 


They might well admire in these souls the 
virtue of loving penance. By the divine 
alchemy ot work and prayer the Sisters were 
transforming lives that had been careless and 
sinful into lives of holiness.

CAPITAL CHARGES 


Calculated on the amount of £717,000, 
which it is now proposed to borrow, and 
making allowance for capital redemption 
charges, it would appear that not less than 
£7 10s. yearly per £100 borrowed will have 
to be provided either by ratepayers or by 
tenants of the proposed new dwellirigs. 

Such unprecedented charges seem to call 

for examination from two aspects. Firstly, 
to discover reasons for such steep and sudden 
increases in Interest charges. Secondly, to 
inquire whether some compensating effort has 
been made by the Corporation to reduce 
capital outlays? 
If, as it would appear, excessive interest 
charges are contemplated for the execution 
of extravagantly costly building schemes, the 
case for scrutiny and revision of the Hous- 
ing Committee’s proposals would seem to be 
irresistible.

funds. In other words, that a sum of 
£280,000 is, in effect, to be deducted from 
State contributions towards Dublin’s housing 
outlays. Surely but another, and extremely 
invidious, form of § indirect taxation! 
£280,000 transferred from the taxpayer's to 
the ratepayer’s shoulders! 


COMPENSATING STEPS? 


But, if we now assume that some occult 
reason can be assigned for such financial pro- 
posals, it is necessary to inquire’ what steps, 
if any, the Housing Committee has taken to 
compensate for such seriously augmented 
charges to fall on ratepayers and/or tenants. 

Neither the figures nor the comments ad- 
vanced in the Housing Committee’s report 
indicate that such compensating steps have 
been seriously considered. Upon the con- 
trary, the Municipal Council has already ap- 
proved the Committee’s proposal that 
£247,000 of the contemplated £717,000 loans 
shall be applied to new dwellings of the 
most costly type; to the provision of 288 
flats, at estimated costs of more than 
£220 per room, on central sites in 
Newfoundland street, Cook streets and 
Railway street; and on 62 cottages, 
to cost £770 each, at Inchicore.
